From private mourning to 
dutiful public ceremony. . . 


A NEW chapter in the country’s mourning began 
yesterday when the Queen’s closest family 
accompanied her coffin from Buckingham Palace 
to one of the country’s most fabled buildings. 

King Charles, the Prince of Wales, Princess Anne 
and the Duke of Gloucester — all “working royals” 
clad in military uniform — saluted as the bearer 
party prepared to carry the coffin into Westminster 
Hall. Prince Andrew and Prince Harry, dressed in 
dark suits, bowed their heads. 

Hundreds of thousands of people are expected to 
file past the coffin in the coming days, but in the 
afternoon sunlight these family members signalled 
their own respect for a beloved mother and 
grandmother. 

Each has faced the challenge of mourning in 
public. Just as birth into the Royal Family means 
anormal life is all but impossible, the death of a 
monarch is a landmark event for the nation. 

Around 200,000 people came to Westminster

Hall in 2002 when Queen Elizabeth the Queen 
Mother lay in state for three days. Many more are 
expected this time. 

Those who endure the queues will step into a 
space where defining events in British history have 
played out. Built in 1097 by the son of William the 
Conqueror, it has lost none of its capacity to inspire 
awe with the passing of the centuries. 

It was here in 1533 that the coronation banquet 
of Anne Boleyn was celebrated. In this same hall 
Guy Fawkes and the Gunpowder Plot conspirators 
faced trial in 1606, as did Charles I in 1649. 

Nelson Mandela addressed both Houses of 
Parliament here in 1996 and Barack Obama had 
the same honour in 2011. 

This vast chamber will now be a place of near 
silence in the coming days as people pay their 
wordless tributes to the Queen. 


Silent solemnity... as 


IT WAS the day the country found the per 
fect way to say “Thank you” for 70 years of 
service and sacrifice. 

The splendour of the royal procession 
from Buckingham Palace on to Westminster 
Hall was matched only by the intense grief 
felt by a nation at the loss of its Queen. 

For the countless thousands lining the 
streets of her capital there was an unmistak- 
able sense of shared sorrow. 

They watched on, though tears filled their 
eyes, as a note-perfect show of British pomp 
and ceremony played out in front of them. 

It continued as a miles-long queue of 
mourners waited patiently to pay their own 
respects to the world’s longest serving mon- 
arch lying in state last night. 

Loyal to the last, members of the public 
were allowed in to the hall from 5pm —

Queen Elizabeth II had been handed over to 
her devoted subjects. 

By the time of Her Majesty’s State Funeral 
on Monday, almost half a million people 
from her United Kingdom and from around 
the world will have had the chance to file by 
her oak casket and pay tribute. 

Her final journey to Westminster Hall was 
marked with pockets of respectful cheering 
and applause — a very public acknowledg- 
ment of 70 years of dedicated service. 

Army veterans saluted and tearful families 
embraced while many other onlookers stood 
in silent contemplation as the Queen left her 
Buckingham Palace for the very last time. 


Others chorused, in a simple celebration of 
continuity: “God save the King”. 

All of the late monarch’s children — King 
Charles, Princess Anne, Prince Andrew and 
Prince Edward — followed solemnly behind 
her coffin along The Mall and Whitehall. 

The gun carriage bearing their mother’s 
casket and Imperial State Crown, adorned 
with a fresh wreath of white flowers, had left 
the Palace at 2.22pm — exactly to plan. 

The same carriage bore the body of the 
Queen’s father King George VI from 
Sandringham to Wolferton Station in Norfolk 
in February 1952 and was also used in the 
funeral of the Queen Mother in 2002. 

The Queen had arrived at her central 
London palace on Tuesday evening in the 
gloom and rain — but for the final departure 
from her former home there was bright sun- 


shine. As the procession began, her children 
and grandchildren followed perfectly in step 
while the beat of a muffled drum draped in 
black marked 75 paces per minute. 

The sounds of the bands of the Scots 
Guards and Grenadier Guards playing 
Beethoven’s Funeral March No 1 were punc- 
tuated every minute by the tolling of Big 
Ben and by field guns saluting in Hyde Park. 

The cortege passed below the Buckingham 
Palace balcony where only three months ago 
the 96-year-old monarch appeared for the 
final moments of her momentous Platinum 
Jubilee celebrations. 

Dignified and courageous, King Charles — 
in ceremonial uniform of Marshal of the 
RAF ~ strode in time.

low grandson Peter Phillips. They were fol- 
lowed by the Queen’s son-in-law Vice 
Admiral Sir Tim Laurence, her cousin the 
Duke of Gloucester and her nephew the Earl 
of Snowdon. 

Prince William stared straight ahead fol- 
lowing his father the King, in keeping with 
his place as the new heir to the throne. 

Alongside was Prince Harry, the brothers 
continuing a show of unity forThe Queen. 

These senior Royals were joined on either 
side of the coffin by the Queen’s surviving 
former equerries in their service uniforms. 

Meanwhile the Queen Consort, together 
with the Princess of Wales, the Duchess of 
Sussex and the Countess of Wessex, their 
faces etched with grief, travelled by car to 
Westminster Hall. 

In a touching tribute, the Princess wore a 


diamond and pearl leaf brooch that had 
belonged to the late sovereign. 

Tens of thousands of mourners, from 
young to old, had been gathering in the 
prime viewing spots along The Mall and 
Horse Guards Parade from as early as 7am. 

Some carried flowers or photographs, oth- 
ers wore t-shirts emblazoned with Union 
flags — but they were united by wanting to 
be eyewitnesses to this historic occasion. 

Every possible spectator point on The 
Mall, along Whitehall and on Parliament 
Square was full by lunchtime. Many people 
were turned away — those that made it were 
rewarded with the perfect spectacle. 

The sun shone on the procession as some 
of the crowd threw yellow roses into the 
road as the gun carriage came into view. 

A respectful hush descended at times — the 


sombre beating of the drums the only break 
in the silence. 

At some points, polite applause greeted 
the cavalcade — but many onlookers seemed 
puzzled how to react to this unique drama. 

Some wiped away tears, others stood 
stock-still in silent reflection — watching 
their adored monarch’s cortege pass steadily 
into the distance. 

For many, the slow, sombre walk of the 
Royal Family behind her coffin evoked mem- 
ories of Princess Diana’s funeral almost 
exactly 25 years ago. 

Then, Prince William was 15 and his 
brother Harry just 12. 

With their father, late grandfather the 
Duke of Edinburgh and their uncle Earl 
Spencer the boys had walked down The Mall 
with their mother’s casket, their heads 


bowed as a distraught nation looked on. 
Yesterday the same pair, dignified and cou- 
rageous, held their heads high as they 
accompanied their dear grandmother’s coffin 
along the route and to its initial resting place 
inside Westminster Hall. 

One of the most emotional moments in 
yesterday’s parade came when the cortege 
reached Horse Guards Parade. 

Mourners packed along the pavement as 
many as five deep burst into applause as the 
Queen’s coffin entered the vast ceremonial 
arena, with nearby Big Ben continuing to 
mark out every minute. 

Onlookers recalled later how, in an appar-

her record-breaking seven decades 
the throne. 

Then, the atmosphere was celebratory. 
Yesterday, the mood could hardly have been 
more sombre as the procession made its slow 
journey down the Mall. 

The extraordinary scenes that followed 
her departure from Buckingham Palace 
will never be forgotten by those who wit- 
nessed them.

George VI in 1952. Just as magnificent were 
the guards and bands of the Household 
Division that accompanied the cortege and 
the detachments that met the procession at 
Westminster Hall. 

During the 38-minute journey in autumnal 


sunshine, there were occasional ripples of 
applause from parts of the huge throng of 
mourners that lined the route. 

But far louder were the sounds of the sol- 
emn marching music, the beating of drums, 
the ringing of Big Ben and the distant gun 
salutes at one-minute intervals from the 
artillery in Hyde Park 

Amid all this stirring pomp, there was 
another ing image — that of the two 
brothers, Princes William and Harry, walking 
beside each other in the family group that 
followed the gun carriage. 

Here, after all the discord of recent years, 
was another very conspicuous act of frater- 
nal solidarity between the King’s two sons, 
following their surprise walkabout with their 
wives at Windsor Castle on Saturday, where 
they greeted well-wishers. 

Divided during their grandmother’s final 
days, they were now united once more in 
grief at her passing. 

Their togetherness has been a graphic 
indicator of how the death of the sovereign 
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has acted as a force for conciliation. That 
is true of relations between England and 
Scotland, where the recognition of 
our shared British identity through the 
Crown appears suddenly to have reinforced 
the union. 

It also applies to the communities in 
Northern Ireland, where Nationalists and 
Republicans have been fulsome i 
praise of the Queen, and to the political cla: 
at Westminster, where MPs of all parties 
have for once put their differences aside. 

That same desire to honour the Queen has 
clearly broken barriers between the Princes, 
in a way that would have seemed impossible 
only a few weeks ago, particularly after the 
Duchess of Sussex com, ed in a high- 
profile interview about her difficulties with 
the Royal Family 

Yet now a form of harmony prevails. How 
deep this runs was impossible to detect from

Then, aged just 15 and 12, they had to 
walk behind her coffin, an experience that 
Harry has spoken of with bitterness. 

For yesterday’s ceremony, Harry was also 
faced with the instruction barring him from 
wearing any military uniform, despite his 10 
years of service in the Household Cavalry. 

The only other Royal to have received 
such an edict was the scandal-hit Prince

Andrew. But the King, Princess Royal, the 
Earl of Wessex (who served just four months 
in the Royal Marines) and the new Prince of 
Wales were all in military garb. 

Like William, Charles III had donned the 
blue uniform of the RAF for the occasion. 
Once again, he looked every inch a king as 
he strode along the Mall, his new status hav- 
ing reinforced his authority. 

In a packed schedule since his mother’s 
death, he has given an epic display of elo- 
quence and diligence, though, unsurprisingly, 
his feelings of loss have been obvious at cer- 
tain moments.

IN the oldest part of the mother of 
parliaments, a grief-stricken Royal 
Family handed the Queen into the 
care of a grateful nation yesterday. 

With the strain of the last few 
days etched on their faces, the 
King and his family took part in a 
poignant religious ceremony led by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury to 
mark the start of the late monarch’s 
lying in state at cavernous, historic 
Westminster Hall. 

There were 65 members of the 
extended Windsor clan gathered in 
the ancient venue, built in 1097 by 
William II and the last surviving 
part of the Palace of Westminster, 
to mark the formal handover of the 
Queen’s body to the country for 
the period until the end of her 
funeral next Monday. 

It was too much for some. The 
Duchess of Sussex, looking nerv- 
ous and deeply uncomfortable at 
times, was separated by the 
Countess of Wessex from the 
Queen Consort and the Princess of 
Wales in a line-up of royal partners 
waiting mostly in silence for the 
arrival of the coffin procession.

Emerging at the end of the 
service, Meghan held hands with 
husband Prince Harry, both seek- 
ing and giving comfort and solace. 

One mourner, thought to be a 
member of the extended family, 
collapsed during the 20-minute 
service, while the Earl and 
Countess of Wessex’s daughter, 
Lady Louise Windsor, 18, struggled 
with her emotions, wiping away 
tears for her beloved granny with a 
handkerchief. 

Camilla, Kate, and Sophie 
looked drawn and drained by the 
past few days. 

As muffled bells tolled and the 
sound of a military band heralded 
the impending arrival of the coffin 
procession, they and Meghan 
waited tensely before joining their 
husbands in the procession when 
the Queen’s coffin, borne by 
pallbearers, was brought into the 
medieval hall.

raised by the pallbearers on to a 
purple-clothed catafalque - a 
decorated wooden framework — 
placed on a scarlet platform flanked 
by a tall, flickering candle at each 
of its four corners. 

At the other end of the hall, 140 
MPs, including Prime Minister Liz 
Truss and Labour leader Sir Keir 
Starmer and 140 peers watched in

IN THE end, it was all over in a 
matter of minutes. 

After queuing for 11 hours under 
leaden London skies that bled off 
into glorious sunshine, I finally 
entered Westminster Hall shortly 
after 5.30pm. 

I made my way with sore feet 
and an aching back, but no regrets. 
I was one of the first members of 
the public who waited patiently, 
uncomplainingly and with great 
camaraderie since before dawn to 
pay their respects to the Queen. 

By then, the queue was a stag- 
gering 2.8 miles long, snaking back 
across Lambeth Bridge like a sea of 
people and along the south side of 
the Thames, opposite the Houses of 
Parliament, and towards Tower 
Bridge in Southwark. 

Having passed through security, 
a hush descended as we passed into 
the precincts of the Houses of 
Parliament, leaving us in almost 
total silence but for the shuffling of 
feet. In the hall, some 300 of us at a 
time were directed into two 
queues, to pass on either side of 
the Queen’s Royal Standard-decked 
coffin placed on a catafalque.

No one spoke. There was a muffled 
sob or two. 

The closed coffin towered ahead 
of us on its dais. As we drew nearer, 
there was a signal, mourners halted 
and the guardsmen changed. 

Beefeaters, their pikes carried 
reversed as a mark of respect, Blues 
and Royals and Lifeguards 
descended into the hall and pro- 
cessed across the chamber to take 
up the fourstrong memorial guard 
at each corner of the platform.

It will be guarded in a continu- 
ous vigil by soldiers from units that 
serve the Royal Household. 

Their footsteps punctuated the 
deep silence. 

As we stood, waiting for the 
signal to move again, I saw Labour 
leader Sir Keir Starmer with his 
wife and children, paying their 
quiet respects. 

The guard changed, we moved 
forward again, my heart beating 
faster as I stepped within a few feet

of the raised platform. Around me, 
several people bowed their heads, 
others curtsied, as I did. 

On the coffin, the Imperial State 
Crown, a wreath of white roses and 
dahlias and the sovereign’s Orb 
and Sceptre sparkled in the light. 

It was a scene I had spent hours 
anticipating. But nothing could 
quite prepare me for the poignancy 
and sense of occasion, the majesty 
of this sombre moment. 

In total, we spent less than 10 
minutes inside. I suspect more than 
most will have — due to the chang- 
ing of the ceremonial guard. 

Was it worth it? Yes, of course. To 
be there as history was made. To 
pay tribute to the only Queen I 
have known in my life. 

This was a small moment of his- 
tory for me, but one I will carry 
with me for the rest of my days. 

To be among the estimated half a 
million ordinary people who will 
file past the catafalque 24 hours a 
day until 6.30am on Monday 
before her State funeral. 

The wait at the weekend has 
been estimated at up to 30 hours. I 
doubt it will put many people off.

building with a vast timbered roof 
towering high above. Built in 1097, 
it is the oldest surviving part of the 
Palace of Westminster and at the 
heart of our democracy for nearly 
a millennium. 

The last person to lie in state like 
this was the Queen Mother in 
2002, when more than 200,000 
people filed past to pay their 
respects over three days. 

Before that, it was Queen Mary, 
King George V and King George VI. 
Sir Winston Churchill was the only 


20th century prime minister to 
have been afforded the honour of a 
lying-in-state ceremony. 

That is the sense of history under 
which we waited today. 

My day started as I emerged 
from Trafalgar Square station under 
grey clouds shortly before 7am. 

After heavy downpours, a trail of 
mourners made their way towards 
Buckingham Palace among early- 
morning commuters. 

Crowds three-deep already lined 
the barriers at The Mall. People 


talked in small groups, some seated 
in pop-up chairs, clutching cups of 
coffee to help them wake up. 

Security guards dressed in high- 
vis yellow jackets assembled along 
the route the Queen’s gun carriage- 
borne coffin was due to take. 

Tens of thousands of people had 
come to pay their final respects, 
and it was heartening to see. 

Conscious of time ticking on, I 
made my way to Westminster to 
join the queue forming to see the 
lying-in-state. Its start, on the south 
side of Lambeth Bridge, had by 
now stretched halfway towards 
Westminster Bridge and I joined 
the line directly opposite the 
House of Commons, one the first 
few hundred people to arrive. 

The mood was tranquil and 
reflective. There were warm smiles 
and hellos as we stood ready for as 
long as it took in order to partake 
in this momentous day. 

I had anticipated reverential 
silence but people, of all ages and 
backgrounds, were keen to share 
their thoughts, memories and 
experiences of the Queen. 

Many were dressed in black, in 
formal suits, others came in jeans 
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‘After 11 hours of queuing 
and with sore feet, butno 
regrets, I was among the 
first to see s cot 


and trainers, dressed comfortably 
for the impending wait. It didn’t 
matter either way. The sense of 
occasion was keenly felt, the wish 
to be a part of history. 

The first three people in the 
queue — all women — had travelled 
from Wales and camped out under 
a gazebo in the pouring rain for the 
previous two nights. 

I met Doreen Hanrahan, 79, 
from Feltham, west London, who 
was with her good friend Lynne 
Froud, 60, from Woking.

The pair, devoted royalists, said 
they had attended numerous royal 
weddings over the years and the 
Queen Mother’s funeral. 

Doreen had even attended the 
Queen’s wedding to Prince Philip 
as a bystander in November 1947. 

Later, I saw both ladies in the 
distance, both looking as moved 
as I felt. 

As we emerged into the sunshine, 
I could see people stretching back, 
a sea of faces. There is no doubt 
many feel this is an occasion they 
cannot miss.

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RITAIN puts on displays of 

pageantry that no other nation can 

match. The splendid fusion of 

ceremony and __ performance 

witnessed at Trooping the Colour, 

the State Opening of Parliament 
and, most recently, the Proclamation of our 
new King dazzles the world. 

But some of the most moving spectacles in 
recent days have not been choreographed by 
courtiers. The spontaneous ways that ordi- 
nary people have demonstrated their respect 
and love for our late Queen is a testament to 
the extraordinary bond she forged with her 
nation through the 70 years of her reign. 

Families have rushed to buy flowers to 
leave at the gates of royal residences. Right 
now, thousands of men and women are 
queuing for the chance to attend her lying- 
in-state in Westminster Hall. 

In its way, the spectacle of people crowd- 
ing onto the roadside to witness her coffin 
being transported from Balmoral to 
Edinburgh was every bit as breathtaking as a 
Red Arrows fly-past. 

The public have not been corralled or 
coerced into showing respect. In a Britain 
where the age of deference is a fading mem- 
ory, multitudes of us have jumped at the 
chance to express our thanks for the life of 
our exceptional Queen and show solidarity 
with her grieving family. 

The displays of love will be etched in the 
memories of children. They will not have the 
privilege of growing up in a country where 
Queen Elizabeth is at the centre of our 
national life, but they will remember how 
their parents and grandparents and neigh- 
bours from every walk of life were united in 
gratitude for this unique monarch. 

Long after books of condolence are closed, 
stories will circulate of the ways she brought 
encouragement and often laughter into 
lives with a simple gesture or some wisely 
chosen words. 

The Queen is the definition of a life well- 
lived and she provides a brilliant and daunt- 
ing example to follow. Even though she lived 
through successive eras in which individual 
fulfilment has been prized as a cardinal 
virtue, she dedicated her life to the service 
of others. 


EOPLE are used to politicians 

making grand pledges which are 

then shrugged off, but in a rapidly 
and radically changing Britain she pressed 
on in the fulfilment of her promise to serve 
her people. Rather than retire and enjoy 
time with her great-grandchildren and her 
beloved horses, she laboured on our behalf 
into her final days. 

She never let us down. Though she used 
her Christmas broadcasts to urge a global 
audience of millions to live by humanity’s 
highest values, she spent the rest of the year 
leading by quiet example and never disap- 


pointed us. Such authenticity won her 
the respect and even adoration of people 
who were not instinctive monarchists. 

And now, the passing of so great a life cries 
out to be marked. 

Many of the most powerful leaders in the 
world will converge on Westminster Abbey 
for her funeral on Monday, and their press 
secretaries have released moving tributes 
which leave us in no doubt that the Queen’s 
strength of character was recognised far 
beyond the Commonwealth. 

But the notes of condolence attached to 
flowers laid by everyday men and women 
document the truly remarkable depth of her 
nation’s love for her. 

Prime ministers and presidents would give 
anything to have such a connection with the 
masses, and in the coming days some may 
study the life of the Queen for PR tips. The 
truth is that this relationship of trust was not 
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the product of spin but a lifetime of self- 
denying service and constant kindness. 

Her 1940 broadcast on the BBC Children’s 
Hour brought comfort to boys and girls who 
had to leave behind their parents during the 
wartime evacuation. “We know, every one of 
us, that in the end all will be well,” she said, 
“for God will care for us and give us victory 
and peace.” 

In 1945 she became the first female Royal 
to enlist in the armed forces as a full-time 
member, serving in the Auxiliary Territorial 
Service where she learned to drive and 
maintain vehicles as a Subaltern. 

Since then she has served as a patron for 
more than 500 charities, welcomed unsung 
heroes from across the nation to garden par- 
ties at Buckingham Palace, delighted cente- 
narians with birthday greetings, thrilled gen- 
erations of children by replying to their 
letters, and brought excitement to far-flung 


communities in the UK and around the 
world with royal visits. 

These 70 years of whirlwind-grade activity 
have helped unite an increasingly diverse 
country. At a time when different political 
parties have won elections in each of the UK 
nations, the Queen possessed a unique 
power to being people together in celebra- 
tion of the common good. 

She is cherished for more than her saintli- 
ness. The thousands of people who watched 
King Charles, Prince William and Prince 
Harry accompany her coffin on its journey 
to Westminster Hall yesterday were alight 
with love for a wonderful woman with a glo- 
rious wit and a visceral delight in life. 

She combined dignity with sense of style 
and confidence that many a movie star 
would covet, and her beauty found new 
expressions in each decade. The passion she 
displayed when her horses raced showed 
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our side for 70 years 


that the weight of the Crown neve: 
her appetite for fun. 

Although born to exalted privil 
gave every impression she understo 
lives of her people; she did not pretend to 
live an ordinary life, but nor was it one cut 
off from either the common joys and strug- 
gles of other families. In 1960, she was the 
first reigning monarch since Queen Victoria 
to have a child; and she was blessed in 2007 
to become the first such monarch to cele- 
brate her diamond wedding anniversary. 


HE Queen stood with her people 

in times of both national celebra- 

tion and mourning, and citi 
rejoiced at happy milestones in her life and 
sympathised with her when her family was 


hit by bereavement and strife. We knew she 
could empathise with us with an acuity few 
monarchs have ever matched, and when her 
eyes lit with joy or clouded with sadness, we 
believed we could relate to her. 

Only a few of us ever had the honour of 
dining with her, but there is hardly a family 
in the land which didn’t talk fondly about 
her at the kitchen table. 

Her humanity and humility did not detract 
from the glory of her monarchy but were a 
core aspect of it. Far from being a distant 
ruler, she was a real and precious presence in 
our live: 

That is why so many men and women are 
ready to stand in line through the night to be 
present by her coffin for a few moments. 

All she ever asked of us is that we might 
live by her most treasured values, but 
we want one more moment with her by 
our side.

A RECORD 4.1billion people are 
expected to watch the Queen’s 
funeral on Monday, with more than 
half the world’s population paying 
respects to the Monarch. 

As 500 heads of state, special 
dignitaries and political leaders from 
all over the globe prepare to fly to 
London for the state funeral, TV 
experts predicted the huge audience. 

Carolina Beltramo, analyst at 
WatchTVAbroad.com, said: “Such is 
the love and admiration for Queen 
Elizabeth II around the world that 
her funeral is destined to be the big- 
gest live TV event in history. 

“No fewer than 4.1billion people 
are expected to tune in on Monday 
to witness this historic moment as 
half the people on planet Earth 
pause to pay their respects. 


“Thanks to advances in technol- 
ogy, which mean most of us now 
carry TVs around in our pockets, 
audience figures will eclipse the 
opening ceremony of the Atlanta 
Olympics, when 3.6billion people 
saw Muhammad Ali light the 
Olympic torch in 1996.” 

She added: “In contrast, an esti- 
mated 2.5billion people watched the 
service for Diana, Princess of Wales, 
25 years ago, with 31million Brits 
tuning in. This was then a UK record 
for a live TV event.” 

Britain’s major news broadcasters 
have announced uninterrupted cov- 
erage of the Queen’s funeral, though 
full schedules are yet to be drawn up. 

Duties of the day start at 6.30am, 
and the main service at Westminster 
Abbey will take place at 11am. 

A committal service will later be 
held at St George’s Chapel in 
Windsor, which will also be tele- 
vised. It will be broadcast live so the

THE past few days have confirmed two 
things we probably already knew about the 
Duke of York. 

He was a much-loved son of the Queen — 
but he’s finished as a working royal. 

While I condemn the heckler who abused 
him in Edinburgh — it was disrespectful to 
the King and his grieving siblings — there is 
no doubt many people agreed with the 
sentiments he expressed. 

If Andrew re-enters public life, we can 
expect more protests, and that would look 
terrible in the first few months of Charles’s 
new reign. 

Andrew’s humiliation was laid bare as his 
sister Anne and brother Edward wore 
military uniform, but he — the only one who 
served in action — had to make do with a 
morning suit, although he proudly displayed 
his military medals, 

He was not allowed to wear his uniform 
yesterday when the Queen’s body was 
taken by procession from Buckingham 
Palace to Westminster Hall. 

But he will be allowed to wear the 
vice-admiral’s outfit at the vigil for his 
mother as a “special mark of respect”.

form. She didn’t want Andrew to stand out. 
But, with his greatest supporter gone, 
Charles and Prince William have moved 
swiftly to make it clear he has no role to 
play, at least in the near future. 

How Andrew must now regret his friend- 
ship with Jeffrey Epstein, the sex offender 
and financier.

The Queen was literally worried sick for 
him and lost weight as she sought informa- 
tion about how he, and the rest of our 
forces, were faring. 

She, Prince Philip and Princess Anne were 
there to greet him when he returned in 
triumph to Portsmouth aboard HMS 
Invincible, a rose between his teeth. 

The Queen kept a photo of the moment in 
her handbag for the rest of her life. 

In recent years, Andrew saw more of the 
Queen than the rest of the family, making 
the short journey from Royal Lodge to 
Windsor Castle almost daily. 

Ex-wife Sarah Ferguson was often invited, 
and the Queen was incredibly understand- 
ing about their somewhat unconventional 
relationship. 

Andrew cared for her as she became more

frail, and I think there is some truth in the

All of which makes his downfall even 
more of a tragedy. 

It must have been heartbreaking for the

It was a stigma that stuck and did not 
change until the world saw that, in fact, 
many of the issues on which Charles had 
been campaigning — the environment, 
inner-city poverty, plastics - 
demanded urgent attention. 
In the 2018 BBC One docu- 
mentary, Prince, Son and 
Heir — Charles at 70, the 
future King was praised for 
adapting his treasured 
Aston Martin, which he 
has owned since he was 21, 
to run on white wine. Many 
more on social media com- 
mented on how he was “way 
ahead of the curve” on climate 
change. In the 1970s, with quite

astonishing prescience, he warned in a 
speech about the “mountains of plastic 
refuse” the world would have to deal with in 
the future. Today it is an alarming issue few 
can claim ignorance of. 

There were of course claims of meddling 
when ministers indiscreetly revealed that he 
sent long letters in his trademark spidery 
handwriting, urging action on particular 
issues. But, in truth, Charles was damned 
either way, as he himself admitted: “If you 
do absolutely nothing at all they are going 
to complain about that. 

“Tf you try and get stuck in, do something 
to help, they also complain.” 

To a large extent, the new King is a victim 
of the times; caught between a monarchy 
trying to find its place in a fast-changing, 
more egalitarian society while upholding the 
ancient traditions that are the bedrock of its 


continuity and allure. While his sons — and 
before them his late first wife — have always 
attracted the attention of the media, Charles 
beavered away in the background with little 
acknowledgment or credit. Yet there is much 
to admire. 

Despite a _ difficult childhood at 
Gordonstoun, the tough boarding school he 
described as “Colditz with kilts”, he broke 
with royal tradition and went to Trinity 
College, Cambridge. 

During his studies he was formally 
crowned Prince of Wales, having spent nine 
weeks at a Welsh university studying the 
language and facing almost daily protests 
from nationalists. 

The following year he became the first 
British heir to receive a degree. 

He joined the armed forces, initially with 
the Royal Air Force in 1971, and later with 


the Navy, rising through the ranks to com- 
mand the minesweeper HMS Bronington, 
before ending active service in 1976. 

Emerging from the Navy and searching for 
his place in public life he discovered, how- 
ever, there was no role for him so he had to 
“make it up” as he went along. 

He used his £7,400 Navy severance pay to 
fund community initiatives during the 1970s 
when Britain’s cities were mired in riots and 
rising unemployment. 

He established The Prince’s Trust in 1976 
to help disadvantaged young people. 

“I would have been a blinding idiot if I 
hadn’t paid some attention to this sort of 
thing. I remember thinking ‘I’m sure there’s 
something I can do to help’,” Charles said. 

The Prince’s Trust charity has since helped 
more than one million unemployed and dis- 
advantaged young people. At his beloved 
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PRINCE OF WALES: Charles in 


Gloucestershire home, Highgrove, he 
founded Duchy Originals in 1990 to sell 
produce grown on the estate, promoting 
organic, British-grown foods years before it 
became fashionable. 

He took an interest in architecture and as 
far back as 1994, talked about carving out a 
role as a “defender of faith”, as opposed to a 
“defender of the faith” — the words spoken 
by his mother at her coronation in 1953. 

Since 1993, Charles has been a patron of 
the Oxford Centre for Islamic Studies and 
in an inaugural address that year, called 
for greater understanding between religions, 
arguing that Islam, Judaism and Christianity 
have more in common than is generally 
appreciated. 

But of all his campaigning causes, the envi- 
ronment has always been at the forefront 
and he can now take solace that global lead-

ers have come round to his demands. At the 
COP26 United Nations conference in 
Glasgow last October US President Joe 
Biden praised Charles’ leadership, telling 
him that he got “the whole thing going”. 

Prince William, himself an avid climate 
campaigner, has said: “He’s had a really 
rough ride on that, and I think he’s been 
proven to be well ahead of the curve.” 

By the end of 2021, Charles had per 
formed the greatest number of royal duties 
for two years in a row. 

Albeit deputising for his ailing mother, the 
future King attended 227 events in person, 
making him the royal with the busiest calen- 
dar. And he doesn’t just turn up to these 
events, he is fully versed in the people, the 
places, the history and issues involved. 

Chris Mullin, a former Labour MP, recalled 
in his diaries a speech Charles made to 


1970 at the foot of Snowdon after 
chairing a Bangor University 
countryside committee meeting 


assembled politicians about his charities at 
Clarence House. 
“Their range is vast, but always he comes 
back to the same point: the young, espe- 
cially the disaffected, the unlucky and 
even the malign,” Mullin wrote. 

“I confess I am impressed. He 
could fritter away his life on idle- 
ness and self-indulgence.” 

Not likely, say those closest to 
him who stress how hard-working 
and devoted to duty he is, toiling 
into the early hours most days. 

“The man never stops,” said 
William in a documentary to mark 

his father’s 70th birthday. 

“I mean when we were kids there 

were bags and bags and bags of work 
that the office just sent to him. 
“We could barely even get to his desk 
to say goodnight to him.” 

And weren’t Charles’ momentary lapses in 
decorum at proclamations in London and 
Belfast over the past week perhaps a direct 

result of those decades of derision? 

Since birth, for seven 
long decades, he has been 
preparing to be King and 
when his moment finally 
arrives is it too much to 
expect an ink pen that 
doesn’t leak? 


R THAT someone 

has _ considered 

that there is suffi- 
cient space on the desk for 
him to sign the most 
important document of 
his life? Surely, it is also 
highly unlikely Charles had 
any direct hand in the 
doubtless appalling timing 
of issuing redundancies 
during the official period of 
mourning. 

Add to that this septuagenarian, who has 
just lost his beloved mother, has travelled 
the length and breadth of Britain several 
times over this past week, taken part in end- 
less walkabouts, services and procedures on 
an average of five hours’ sleep. 

As ever, his Queen Consort was there to 
calm him and she will be a crucial weapon in 
King Charles’ arsenal as he treads carefully 
into his new role. 

But he brings with him arguably more rel- 
evant and modern approaches to pressing 
geo-political and social issues than his 
mother, of another generation, was able to. 

The late Queen’s shoes will be hard to fill 
but perhaps the public is slowly appreciating 
for the first time that our most misjudged 
monarch, far from being a_ second-rate 
replacement for his mother, might just be the 
country’s biggest asset.

HARD-PRESSED families have 
been given a glimmer of hope that 
the cost-of-living crisis is easing, as 
figures show inflation has fallen. 

It slipped to 9.9 per cent last 
month, the first drop in nearly a 
year, after fuel prices tumbled. 

The welcome figures came as the 
Government promised to backdate 
energy bill support for businesses, 
amid concerns that the scheme for 
pressure-hit firms could be delayed. 

Officials are working on a strat- 
egy to support businesses through 
the winter — after Prime Minister 
Liz Truss announced last week a 
“big bazooka” package of energy 
support for UK households. 

It guarantees that, for two years, 
bills for the average home will not 
increase past £2,500, saving typi- 
cal households around £1,000. 


Intervention 


It will kick in from October 1, 
with analysts expecting it to cut 
inflation by a further five per cent 
next year. 

The Office for National Statistics 
said that the fall in petrol and die- 
sel prices was the main factor in 
the inflation decrease from the 
10.1 per cent seen in July. 

The 6.8 per cent drop in motor 
fuel prices was the highest since 
between March and April 2020, the 
early days of the pandemic. 

But the ONS also warned that 
ever-increasing food prices were 
keeping the rate high. 

The inflation news comes days 
after statistics showed the econ- 
omy is growing again, albeit slowly 
—and that unemployment has also 
fallen to its lowest level since 1974.

AT last, some better news on UK 
inflation. The headline figure of 
9.9 per cent in August, down 
from 10.1 per cent in July, was 
slightly lower than expected. But 
inflation remains painfully high. 

The fall last month was largely 
due to the drop in petrol prices, 
but food price inflation rose, to 
more than 13 per cent, and this 
will have a far bigger impact on 
lower-income households. 

Consumer price inflation of 
around 10 per cent is also still 
five times the Bank of England’s 
target. Underlying inflation, 
excluding food and energy, is 
running at more than 6 per cent. 

The Government’s new Energy 
Price Guarantee does at least 
mean inflation should peak at 
around 11 per cent in the coming 
months, before falling sharply 
next year. This has reduced the 
risks of a deep recession. 


Bolder 


The latest data on the prices 
firms pay for inputs and charge 
at the factory gate also suggest 
pressures further up the pipeline 
are easing. Natural gas prices 
are now dropping sharply too. 

Nonetheless, the Bank has 
more work to do. Of course, its 
Monetary Policy Committee can’t 
influence global energy prices, 
or prevent supply shocks — but a 
period of very low interest rates 
and money-printing under 
“quantitative easing” added fuel 
to inflation. 

It needs to be bolder to restore 
credibility now. Raising rates by 
three-quarters of a percentage 
point next week, rather than the 
expected half point, would only 
take rates to 2.5 per cent, which 
is still low. But it would show the 
MPC is serious about slashing 
inflation over the longer term. 

It is also important the Bank 
begins selling its holdings of 
Government bonds (known as 
“gilts”). Any backtracking would 
reinforce the impression that the 
Bank has lost focus on its actual 
job, which is to control inflation. 


Energy bill help for businesses from October

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Cops arrest 
four men 
over Ashley 
gun death

FOUR men have been 
arrested in connection 
with the death of a council 
worker who was shot in 
her back garden. 

Ashley Dale, 28, died in 
the early hours of Sunday 
August 21 in the Old Swan 
area of Liverpool. 

Police said four men had 
been arrested in 
Merseyside and Cumbria. 

A 27-year-old man from 
Roby, Merseyside, a 
40-year-old man from 
Huyton and a 35-year-old 
man from Old Swan — both 
in Liverpool — were 
arrested on suspicion of 
murder and possession of 
a firearm, said a force 
spokesman. 

A 57-year-old man from 
Croxteth, Liverpool, was 
arrested on suspicion of 
assisting an offender. The 


men have been taken to 
police stations for 
questioning. 

Detectives have 
previously arrested two 
men, aged 25 and 27, on 
suspicion of Ms Dale’s 
murder and two women, 
aged 21 and 48, on 
suspicion of assisting an 
offender. Those four 
remain on bail. 

Ms Dale, an 
environmental health 
officer for Knowsley 
Council, is not believed to 
have been the intended 
target of the killing. 

Her death was one of 
three fatal shootings 
within a week in 
Liverpool. 

Nine-year-old Olivia 
Pratt-Korbel was killed in 
her home in Dovecot on 
August 22 and 22-year-old 
Sam Rimmer was shot 
dead in the Dingle area on 
August 16.

to smog at risk 
of heart attack 


AIR pollution can trigger a potentially fatal 
irregular heartbeat in healthy teenagers. 

Youngsters’ hearts can skip a beat within 
two hours of exposure to smog — increasing 
their risk of a heart attack, a study shows. 

Tiny toxic particles reach the blood- 
stream after being inhaled into the lungs. 

They come from diesel fumes, brake 
pads, tyres and road dust. 

Known as PM2.5s, they have been 
linked to heart disease in adults. 

But the study in the Journal of the 
American Heart Association is the first to 
show they cause irregular heart rhythms, 
or arrhythmias, in youngsters. 

Author Dr Fan He said: “Our findings 
linking air pollution to irregular heart 
rhythms suggest particulate matter may 
contribute to the risk of sudden cardiac 
death among youth.” 


Alarming 


Once inhaled, pollutants irritate the 
lungs and blood vessels around the heart. 

Over time they increase the process of 
disease in the arteries. 

An analysis of 322 adolescents found 79 
per cent had at least one irregular heart 
rhythm during a 24-hour study period. 

Dr He said: “It is alarming we were able 
to observe such a significant impact of air 
pollution on cardiac arrhythmias when the 
air quality remained within the health- 
based standards established by the EPA 
[US Environmental Protection Agency]. 

“Tt may suggest that adolescents who 
live in highly polluted areas such as inner 
cities are at even higher risk.” 

He added: “Protective measures, such as

wearing masks and avoiding vigorous 
physical activities, may be warranted on 
days of hight particulate concentration.” 

Prof Robert Brook, of the American 
Heart Association, called for more robust 
air quality regulations. 

He said: “PM2.5 levels have fallen dra- 
matically since the 1970s-80s due to regu- 
lations unquestionably linked to improved 
health effects and life expectancy. 

But he was dubious about the effects of 
protective measures, saying: “We outlined 
in a recent AHA scientific statement activ- 
ity or behavioural changes that may reduce 
pollution exposure, such as portable air 
cleaners, facemasks, respirators and exer- 
cising during non-peak hours. 

“But there have been no studies to show 
these measures can prevent adverse clini- 
cal health effects such as heart attacks.” 

This year a study found air pollution in 
urban areas across the globe contributed to 
1.8 million excess deaths in 2019. 

Prof Brook added: “The most significant 
aspect of this study is clearly that the 
results were found in healthy young 
adolescents. 

“The study adds support for concern 
that even healthy young people are not 
immune to adverse cardiovascular 
responses to PM2.5. 

“It is plausible that the findings help 
explain the potential reason for the time of 
onset of arrhythmias and even sudden 
death in some susceptible young people.”

But Prof Baker said further 
studies are needed to confirm 
the findings before any health 
recommendations are made. 

She added: “It’s too early to 
recommend daily multivitamin 
supplementation to prevent 
cognitive decline. 

“Additional research is 
needed in a larger and more 
diverse group of people. Also, 
we still have work to do to 
better understand why the 
multivitamin might benefit 
cognition in older adults.” 

The findings were published 
in the journal Alzheimer’s & 
Dementia. 


MANY of us are now living for 
longer than before, so finding 
ways to ensure that we spend 
more of those years in good 
physical and mental health has 
never been more important. 

The results from this study 
are encouraging, but as the 
authors point out, we need 
more large-scale trials. 

However, there are some 
important foods and nutrients 
to think about as we age. 

All adults over 65 should 
take a daily vitamin D 
supplement during the autumn 
and winter months to help 
protect bone health.

much exposure to sunlight on 
their skin during summer. 

It is a good idea to include 
plenty of calcium-rich foods. 

These include low-fat 
dairy foods, fish with edible 
bones and fortified breads 
and cereals.

in life. Not getting enough B

Foods that provide these 
vitamins include green 
vegetables, meat, fish, dairy 
and fortified foods, like 
breakfast cereals and breads. 

It is too soon to know if 
multivitamin and mineral 
supplements can slow 
cognitive decline as we age. 

What we do know though is 
that aiming for a healthy, 
balanced diet, staying well 
hydrated and finding ways to 
be more active are important. 

Not just for looking after our 
physical health, but also our 
mental well being. 


Patient saiety alerts double as doctors burn out 


Pressures...medics are struggling 


EXHAUSTED doctors pose a real 
risk to patients’ health — with 
safety incidents doubling, a huge 
study revealed. 

Medics experiencing burnout 
are far more likely to be involved 
in treatment errors and 
“suboptimal care”. 

The link was highest among 
younger doctors and emergency 
medicine physicians, it was said. 

Patients are also less likely to be 
satisfied with the treatment 
provided by medics suffering from 
the syndrome. 

The study comes after senior 
health leaders raised serious 
concerns over burnout among

medical professionals working in 
the NHS. 

On the back of dealing with the 
pandemic, doctors are now facing 
record waiting lists in hospitals, 
while GPs try to keep concerned 
patients healthy. 

A damning report by MPs on 
the Health and Social Care Select 
Committee last summer found 
NHS and social care staff burnout 
had reached an “emergency” 
level. It concluded that posed a 
risk to the future of services. 

The latest study, led by 
academics at the University of 


Manchester, set out to examine 
the effects of the condition on a 
global scale. They conducted a 
systematic review of all available 
research on doctor exhaustion. 

Burnout is defined as a 
syndrome related to emotional 
exhaustion, a sense of reduced 
personal accomplishment, and a 
sense of cynicism and detachment 
from work. 

Their report said: “Burnout is a 
strong predictor for career 
disengagement in physicians as 
well as for patient care. 

“Moving forward, investment 
strategies to monitor and improve 
physician burnout are needed as a 


means of retaining the healthcare 
workforce and improving the 
quality of patient care.” 

Researchers analysed statistics 
from 170 studies, involving more 
than 239,000 doctors, and found 
burnout was linked to an almost 
four-fold decrease in job 
satisfaction. They also found 
medics were more likely to regret 
their career choice. 

Emotional exhaustion is most 
common in doctors aged 31-50, 
and among those working in 
emergency medicine and intensive 
care, it was said.

But as we reach adulthood, this 
stops and playtime is replaced by 
work, life admin, housework and 
other mundane things. 

In short, playtime is over. Yes, our 
busy lives can leave us time poor. 

Running from one urgent task to 
another, we feel we dont have time 
to be playful.

DAVID DE_ GEA admits 
Manchester United would rather 
play in the Champions League — 
but he is still desperate to win the 
Europa League.
